gress and the best men are necessary 
to conduct the work. 
The election to be held Saturday is 
not as formal as the ordinary elec­ 
tion in. that the ballots may be either 
printed or written and the election of 
officers are composed of an inspector 
and two clerks appointed by bim.

Charles 
Hack of Shelbyville, former prose­ 
cuting attorney of the Rush-Shelby 
judicial circuit, is now a full fledged 
[candidate for the Democratic district 
chairmanship. 
He was heartily en­ 
dorsed by the Shelby county Demo­ 
cratic central committee at a meeting 
of that committee Saturday. 
The principal significance to the 
endorsement of and the entering into 
the Sixth dDtrict political arena of 
Charles Hack is the fact that he is 
opposed to the re-nomination of Finly 
Gray o f Connersville, the present in­ 
cumbent in congress.

Nearly always a ; possum 
is 
found iii a small 
or 
medium-sized 
tree, and always just as far out on a 
limb as he can get. 
In fact, one of 
the supreme joys of a possum hunt 
consists in shaking him out. 
It re­ 
quires skill, too, for it is not an easy 
task to keep from falling out of a 
tree hardly large enough to sustain 
one’s height and shake a possum all 
at the same time. The limb should be 
swung as fa r in each direction as 
possible in order to give the greatest 
momentum to the body of the marsu­ 
pial, and with each 
forward 
and 
backward movement, a 
quick 
jerk 
should be given. 
Many a 
time 
it 
looks as though he never will let go 
his hold, for with all four legs and 
his long tail tightly clinging to 
the 
branch it is no easy job to get him 
loose. 
Sometimes 
the 
“varmint” 
hunter finds it necessary to twist him 
out. 
This is a trick 
employed 
in 
rabbit Ii anting as well, except the 
stick is longer. It has the same fork 
at the smaller end, however, and it 
does the work. 
There is a tradition 
among possum hunters that the ani­ 
mal is ticklish. 
Anyway, he will not 
stand for more than a few seconds 
of a forked sticks revolving amoung

The ravages of hog cholera, which 
in the last two months 
have 
cost 
Rush county farmers thousands of 
dollars, calls attention to the causes 
of the disease. According to a recent 
bulletin of the department of agricul­ 
ture, the germ which 
causes 
hog 
cholera is present in the 
blood 
of 
sick hogs and also in the excretions 
from such hogs, particularly in the 
urine. 
Among the predisposing cases are 
improper feeding and insanity con­ 
dition of the hog lots, damp or cold 
sleeping places, and 
dirty 
drinking 
and feeding 
troughs. 
These 
lower 
the vitality of hogs to such an extent 
that they become comparatively easy 
victims of the disease. 
The most 
aligerous factor 
in 
spreading the disease is an affected 
hog, but any 
agency 
which 
might 
serve to carry a particle of dirt from 
infected yards may be the means of 
starting aa outbreak of the disease. 
Aside from tile danger of introducing 
infection 
through 
the hogs 
them­ 
selves. tile g e rm s may be transported 
in a minute particle of dirt on the 
feet of attendants or neighbors who 
havey visited farms where hog cholera 
exists. 
It may also he carried a\vay 
by d ogs and by cows and other birds, 
After hog cholera 
lins 
visited 
a 
farm. the lets. hog houses, feeding 
through and 
implements used for 
cleaning have naturally become con­ 
taminated with the germs of the dis­ 
ease, and if new stock is placed in 
inch yards soon after these were oc­ 
cupied by sick hogs, the new hogs are 
very likely to contract the disease. 
All that is necessary 
to 
prevent 
hog cholera is to keep the germ of 
disease awny from the herd. 
Tt has 
been shown that in the vast majority 
of cases this germ is transported me­ 
chanically in the bodies of sick hogs 
and on the feet of men and animals 
and birds. 
If a 
herd 
is protected 
from 'these carriers of infection, it 
will escape the disease. For this rea­ 
son hog lots should never be located 
near a public road. After an outbreak 
of cholera, the yards and pens should 
lie carefully cleaned, all dead 
hogs 
should he burned and lime scattered 
freely over the ground. 
The sheds 
and hog houses should he washed 
■thoroughly in with a solution of cre- 
sol. Feeding troughs should be burn­ 
ed. 
The bureau of animal industry has 
established the fact that hogs which 
have recovered from the disease are 
immune to its ravages. 
The experi­ 
ments of the bureau resulted in the 
discovery that when 
such 
immunes 
are injected with blood from a sick 
hog the immune is not made sick, hut 
as the result of this 
injection 
it" 
blood acquires the power to protect 
other hogs from cholera. 
The hogs which are to lie protected 
are injected on the inside of the hind 
leg with a suitable dose of the serum 
alone. Tf the hog is exposed to hog 
cholera within a short time after the 
injection of tile serum, the immunity 


becomes co far as experiments have 


shown, of permanent and lifelong du­ 
ration. Another form of inoculation 


consists of an injection of scrum and 
infusion of a very small amount of 
blood taken from a hog 
sick 
with 


cholera. 
This 
simultaneous 
injec­ 
tion of scrum and virulent blood con­ 


fers upon the pig a lasting and per­ 
manent immunity.

St. Petersburg, Dec. ll.—Nothing 
bearing on the agitation in the United 
States for passport rights in Russia 
for American Jews is contained in the 
passport bill which has now been laid 
before the duma.

The only remnant of Turkey left In, one may say, mid-Europe is the in­ 
land of Ada Kaleh, on the Danube. 
It still belongs to Turkey, but is under 
the protection of Austria, and is an important point, which, in eventualities, 
would command the navigation of the river.

fortress, and is still garrisoned by a detachment of Austro-Hungarian soldiers, 
who have "look-outs” at each point of vantage. 
From the gate of the strong­

The mosque is richly draped with valuable 
carpets, but otherwise i3 a fery plain building.

nection With the Consideration of 


the Military Bill in Congress Which 


Proposes to Bring About Reorganiza­ 
tion of the Army System. 


Washington, 
Dec. 
ll.—When 
the 
house committee on military affairs 
began consideration of the army ap­ 
propriation bill this morning open hos­ 
tilities in the “irrepressible conflict” 
between rival forces in the war depart­ 
ment headed respectively by Major 
General Leonard Wood, chief of staff, 
and Major General Fred E. Ainsworth, 
adjutant general, were renewed. In this 
bill almost every suggestion of the 
general staff in the way of reforms in 
the military establishment is met with 
a proposal exactly contrary in effect. 
The bill is the work of Representative 
James Hay of Virginia, who since the 
Democrats came into control of the 
house last spring, has been attempting 
to obtain the adoption of legislation 
reorganizing the army system. 
It is hinted by those opposed to Rep­ 
resentative Hays’s proposals that Gen­ 
eral Ainsworth, who has been one of 
the parties in a feud with the general 
staff ever since the appointment of 
General Wood as chief of the staff, has 
been interested in the preparation of 
the present bill. 
General Ainsworth 
is a Democrat and enjoys the support 
and friendship of Representative Hay. 
General Wood, on the other hand, is 
vigorously backed by Secretary of War 
Stimson, and President Taft is giving 
his full support to both of these.
